Dear President: 

Student enrollments at your institution for 1986-87 may be adversely affected 
because of recent and untimely regulatory and legislative actions. Reports 
from a majority of NASFAA institutions nationwide suggest that these actions, 
which impose new eligibility criteria and verification requirements, are 
seriously delaying the processing of student aid applications. 

There has been as much as a 60 percent decrease in the number of Guaranteed 
Student Loans processed to date, as compared to last year, according to State 
Guaranty Agencies, lenders, and institutions. This is a direct result of the 
Consolidated Omnibus Budget Reconciliation Act, enacted on April 7, coupled 
with expanded and confusing verification regulations published by the Education 
Department on March 14. Further, expanded verification of application data 
elements has extended the processing time for other Federal student aid 
programs by as much as two months. 

Currently, financial aid administrators are earnestly trying to notify families 
of the new rules, collect and review the information submitted in order to 
finalize awards, and deliver financial aid dollars to students in a timely 
manner. In spite of these efforts, the sheer volume of required documentation 
is creating a major backlog in all of the processing systems. In addition, the 
personnel, mailing, and processing costs associated with this activity are 
significantly impacting institutional operating budgets. 

Efforts are under way at the Education Department to modify the existing 

regulatory requirements. The fact remains, however, that even total repeal of 

these requirements would not provide the relief needed to ensure the timely 

delivery of financial aid dollars to many needy students this fall. 

While NASFAA is working with the Congress and the Education Department to 
implement more reasonable procedures for the future, we do want to alert you to 
the potential and very real cash flow problems your students may encounter if 
their student aid funds are delayed. We urge you to contact your financial aid 
office to ascertain the impact at your institution.

WOMEN'S HISTORY MONTH: 
HONORING GENERATIONS OF COMPASSION, COURAGE AND CONVICTION 

By identifying and honoring the countless women who, in the past as well as the 
present, have contributed to shaping our nation, we close the gaps which have 
misled us about the many significant roles women play in our society. This 
year the theme to focus our recognition of women's history is Honoring 
Generations of Compassion, Courage and Conviction." Communities nationwide will 
be using this theme for women's history programs. 

Compassion is demonstrated in the lives of women from the past like Eleanor 
Roosevelt (1884-1962), a social reformer, and Sarah Winnemucca (1844-1891), 
Indian leader, who fought for the welfare of her people. This trait can also be 
seen in our own communities today with the unrelenting efforts of health 
professionals, social workers, teachers, and, of course, mothers and grand- 
mothers. 

Courage is present in the example of women in our shared history, like Harriet 
Tubman (c. 1820-1913), fugitive slave and rescuer of slaves during the Civil War, 
and Liliuokalani (1838-1917), last sovereign of Hawaii. Ir^our own lifetimes we 
have seen many women courageously become "the first woman" in a wide range of 
endeavors from space flight to vice presidential candidate. We have also 
witnessed women of courage who have taken unpopular stances on controversial 
political or social issues. 

Conviction? Our models must certainly include Mary McLeod Bethune (1875-1955), 
educator and civil rights reformer, and Susan B. Anthony (1820-1906), woman 
suffrage leader, whose entire active lives were committed to equal rights for 
women. Locally, we all find women in our communities committed to their 
particular visions; we find women operating businesses, Sunday school 
teachers— and other teachers as well, motivated by their own continuing sense of 
conviction. 

This year, five women— Ada Deer, Frances Willard, Mary Shadd Cary, Tye Leung 
Schulze and Felisa Rincon de Gautier— are honored on the National Women s 
History Month commemorative poster for their clear demonstration of these three 
attributes. In living out their individual lives, each becomes a model for 
others to emulate. 

National Women's History Month encourages us to recognize all of the women in 
our communities and our nation, now and in the past, who have been beacons of 
compassion, courage and conviction— often all three at once. National Women s 
History Month provides an opportunity to balance the historical record, to 
create a public awareness of women's contributions in every sphere of our shared 
history and contemporary life.
